Re claims 1 and 12; the prior art of record, and in particular Sugawara et al (US 
5,790,335 A), fails to teach or suggest a magnetic recording and/or reproducing 
apparatus comprising: converting an equalized waveform into a maximum likelihood 
sequence by carrying out metric calculation based on average values of the equalized 
waveform in vicinities of a positive signal level, a negative signal level, and a zero signal 
level. 

Re claim 14; the prior art of record, and in particular Sugawara et al (US 
5,790,335 A), fails to teach or suggest a magnetic recording and/or reproducing 
apparatus comprising: carrying out error correction by comparing a sequence which is 
obtained by convolution of a maximum likelihood sequence and average values of an 
equalized waveform, with the equalized waveform.
